RIGHT WILL PREVAIL 


It. is a lot of satisfaction for the head 
seribe of this paper to note that the meas- 
ures and principles he has contended for 
strenuously and continually for over a 


quarter of a century are now finally being 


taken up and adopted by the greatest men 
and minds of the world. Not that we had 


anything to do with that part of it, ex- 
cept in our various small territories and 
little but continuous campaigns of educa- 
tion along such lines, but because. the con- 
tentions and the principles were right and 
were bound to prevail sooner or later, 

When we get hold of a principle that we 
thoroughly helieve is. right, we hang to it 
like a pup te a root, and nothing on earth 
will shake us from it. We losé mone y, lose 
friendship of important peé ople. and inter 
ests, and often get ridiculed and laughed 
at as being visionary or puritanical, but 
the satistaction of finally seeing the tight 
win out s dearer to us than money or even 
-friendship of those who oppose. Inciden- 
tally, we believe that in the long run, when 
the measure or the principl wins, such Tost 
friendship returns stronger-than ever, avid 
money comes along, more or less, also, but 
it is mighty hard during the intervening 
years of waiting and plugging along for 
something that it takes many vears to win 
out on. ’ 

A great- many of these good measures 
and principles we worked for back iti Kan- 
sas more than twenty-five years ago, and 
then for years in Colorado, and later on 
here in California. Now they,are on the 
statute books of all those states. and other 
Measures soon will be. Among those that 
have won out are woman's suffrage, initia- 
tive, referendum and recall, compulsory 
education, good roads, the placing of a 
larger taxation upon those who could wel! 
afford it and less upon the backs of those 
who could not: prohibition, and many 9th- 
er reforms. 

We turned down a thousand dollars in 
cold cash at the last election, a few months 
ago, by refusing to line up with the liquor 
interests. Half of that. was offered right 
here in Contra Costa county and the other 
half from San Francisco. The temperance 
people had nothing to help pay expenses, 
and as a rule they never do have anvthing, 
for some reason or other, but that does not 
eut any ice with the News. Principle and 
right should always be the first things to 
tie to, and. money, influence, power: and 
everything else should be secondary. It 
takes nerve and determination to adhere 


to such a doctrine, a willingness to suffer ~ 


privations, and-many other things for the 
sake of right and justice, but such a policy 
wins out in the long run, if ore can only 
manage to hang on and stay with it. If it 
does not, bring anything else, it brings a lot 
of satisfaction, the honor and respect of 
one’s fellow man and a good standing in 
the community. Some people do not value 
such things very highly, but we value 
them far above price. Most.any knave can 
make money, if he-has some wits: but not 
everybody can gather those ather laurel 
wreathes. It takes sweat and blood to do it. 

In conclusion we desire to, pay a de- 
served tribute. In all our long line of ex- 
portenees, in all the many years we haye 
helped in our more or, less feeble way to, 
bring about better laws and better prin- 
ciples, no one man in publie life ever ae 
complished so much along those tines as 
has Woodrow Wilson in. the six years he 
has been president.
